A Walking Fish Whose Goggle Eyes Pro- 
ject and Twist Around. 


A far more singular walking fish 


than any of these is the odd creature 
that rejoices, unfortunately, in the 
very classical surname of Periophth.il- 
mus, which is, being interpreted, 
Starcabout. If he had a recognized 
English name of his own, I would 
gladly give it; but he hasn't, and as it 
is clearly necessary to call him some- 
thing, I fear we must stick to the 
somewhat alarming scientist nomen- 
clature. Periophthalmus, then, is an 
odd fish of the tropical PaoUc shores, 
with a pair of very distinct forelegs, 
theoretically described as modified pec- 
toral fins, and with two goggle eyes, 
which he can protrude at pleasure 
right outside the sockets, so as to look 
in whatever direction he chooses with- 
out even taking the trouble to turn his 
head to left or right, backward or for- 
ward. At ebb tide this peripatetic 
goby literally walks straight out of the 
water, and promenades the bare beach 
erect on two legs, in search of small 
crabs and other stray marine animals 
left behind by the receding waters. If 
you try to catch him, he hops away 
briskly much like a frog and stares 
back at you grimly over his lef^shoul- 
der, with his squinting optics. So 
completely adapted is he for this 
amphibious longshore existence, that 
his big eyes, unlike those of most 
other fish, are formed for seeing 
in the air as well as in the water. 
Nothing can be more ludicrous than to 
watch iiim suddenly thrusting these 
very movable orbs right out of their 
sockets like a pair of telescopes, and 
them twisting round in all directions 
so as to see before, behind, on top, be- 
low, 
in one delightful circular sweep. 


There is also a certain curious trop- 


ical American carp, which, though it 
hardly deserves to be considered in the 
strictest sense as a fish out of water, 
yet manages to fall half way under 
that peculiar category, for it always 
swims with its head partly above 
water and partly below. But the fun- 
niest thing in this queer arrangement 
is the fact that one-half of each eye is 
out in the air and the other half is be- 
neath the water. Accordingly, the eye 
is divided by a dark strip into two dis- 
tinct and unlike proportions, the upper 
one of which has a pupil adapted to 
vision in the air alone, while the lower 
is adapted for seeing in the water only. 
The fish, in fact, always swims with its 
eye half out of the water, and it can see 
as well on dry land as in its native 
ocean. Its name is Anableps, but in 
all probability it does not wish the fact 
to be generally known.—Corn/till Maa- 
azine.

An Oregon Fish Story Whose Author Is En- 


tilled to a Prize. 


There are several fine trout streams 


in the vicinity of Silverton, and H. G: 
Guild, who edits aucl publishes the. 
Ai>/jeal there, has become quite a fish- 
ologi.st. 
Like all who write or talk 


about iish, some of his statements 
seem almost incredible, as the follow- 
ing sample shows: About three years 
ago a farmer on Pudding River built a 
lisli pond and stocked it with yearling 
carp. That winter the river averflowea 
the pond and the iish escaped, and 
have since remained in the river. Not 
long since a farmer who had a field of 
line fall grain adjoiniiig the river, no- 
ticed that something had been wallow- 
ing it down. There were no tracka of 
animals—nothing but long, irregular, 
snail-like trails leading up from the 
river. One night the farmer, curious 
to know the cause of the new "roller 
process," posted himself conveniently 
at hand, and in the bright moonlight 
stood a watchful sentinel over his field. 
He had not long to wait before his 
vigil was rewarded by the appearance 
of a long train of objects that came 
waddling up from the river into the 
grain. Waiting until the intruders had 
flapped over a considerable space of 
ground, the farmer made a rush and 
was almost paralyzed to find that the 
visitors were carp who were feeding 
like swine upon his succulent wheat. 
Procuring a club he killed a dozen of 
the largest and took them home. The 
fish displayed considerable awkward 
agility in escaping to the river. That 
farmer will have fresh fish all winter. 
Carp are known to be very fond of 
wheat, and it is a scientific fact that 
they can sustain life out of their native 
element for several hours at a time.—

The Jlaln Peculiarity Upon Which the Sig- 


nal Service Advices Are Based. 


The most remarkable and interesting 


feature of the development of tornadoes 
is the fact that they nearly always 
form southeast of a moving center of 
low pressure, and their tracks, scat- 
tered here and there, conform closely 
to the progressive direction of the 
main storm. For example, on Febru- 
ary 19, 1884, 44 tornadoes occurred in 
Georgia, Alabama and South Carolina, 
but principally in Georgia and Ala- 
bama. They developed at a distance 
of from 500 to 2,000 miles from a 
storm center that moved across the 
northern part of the United States, be- 
ginning at the northern extremity of 
the Rocky Mountains in Montana, 
thence southeasterly through Dakota, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin to Northern 
Illinois 
and 
Indiana, 
northward 


through Michigan across Lake Huron, 
disappearing north of Quebec. 
This 


sudden, sharp turn of the storm center 
southward into Illinois and Indiana 
seems to have relation to the unprece- 
dentedly large number of tornadoes 
that developed not far from the South 
Atlantic coast, extending inland as far 
as Southern Illinois and^Indiana. This 
southward lunge of a mass of cold, 
moist air seems to have caused the ab- 
normal conditions o! temperature and 
dew-point and the high winds neces- 
sary to cause the most tremendous ex- 
hibition of destrocture tornado power 
ever recorded by the Signal Service. 
This invariable location southeast of 
he storm center is one of the main pe- 
culiarities of tornado development upon 
which the predictions dejwnd.— Will-

Al- 
though almost within sound of the shore, 
they could see no one, and Saturday even- 
ing, as the darkness settled down ovei the 
angry waters they almost gave up hope of 
being saved. 


Throughout Saturday night they clung 


to the ice-covered beams, with the des- 
peration of despair. Sunday morning as
